WITH ASSAILANT.

Clubbed Over Head, She Goes for 
Him With Knife—Would-be Rob- 
ber Escapes from Post to Which 


She Has Him Lashed, and 
Hunt Him. 


After a desperate struggle of nearly 
an hour's duration with a tramp who 
forced his way into her house while 
she was telephoning for help, Mrs. 
Crete L. Thatcher of No. 1434 West 
Eleventh street succeeded in tying the 
hands of the desperado with her ging- 
ham apron and lashing him to a post 
of the veranda. While she was calling 
the police, the tramp managed to loose 
his bonds and escaped. The detectives 
have an excellent description of him 
from Mrs. Thatcher and from others 
in the neighborhood who have. seen 
him hanging about the residence of 
Dr. and Mrs. R. C. Turner, the parents 
of Mrs. Thatcher, and with whom she 
resides. 

Twice, in the struggle with her 
assailant, Mrs. Thatcher was brutally 
After recover- 
ing from the first blow, which par- 
tially stunned her, she distracted his 
attention by telling him she would get 
the money he demanded, She rushed 
into -the kitchen, grabbed a butcher 
knife and, with it hidden under her 
apron, rushed at him. He struck her 
again and snatched at the knife as it 
fell to the floor. Mrs. Thatcher in- 
stantly stamped with all her strength 
yon his hand and, though he lashed out 
with his free fist and brought-the 
blood in torrents from her nose, she 
clung desperately to him and con- 
trived to wrap the apron about his 


arms so tightly that he was heipless

Mrs. Thatcher is a little woman.

THAT CROSSTOWN 
APPEARS SURE 


BIP for the cross-town railway 


A City Council this morning. 
was the positive announcement of the 
officials: of the Los Angeles ‘Railway 
Corporation last night. As no bid had 
been filed yesterday by anyone, the 
city officials felt much concerned as. 
to whether any would be forthcom- 
ing. The franchise had been drawn 
and offered for sale on the applica- 
tion of the Los Angeles Railway Cor- 
poration and its silence yesterday was 
construed to indicate danger that the 
effort would end in nothing. 

The announcement last night is in 
keeping with the expressed policy of 
the company, as stated by W. E. 
Dunn, its counsel, when the franchise 
was prepared. He said the company 
did not want the franchise under the 
drastic terms included, but that it 
recognizes a public demand for it to 
assume a public duty and will under- 
take the project. 

The cross-town line is to be oper- 
ated on Vernon avenue and Jefferson 
street to Vermont avenue and- north 
on Vermont to First street. It will 
answer a need of many years, is 
the result of turbulent agitation 
for months past and was a “fea- 
ture of the municipal campaign. The 
filing of a bid today will put the ques- 
tion of granting the franchise squarely 
before the Council. 

Under the franchise offered, no 
bid for less than $5000 may be enter- 
tained. After the sealed bid is 
opened (any person may bid higher 
by iner ng the bid price 10 per 
cent. eath time. This atep-ladder de-

piece of constructive social engineer- 
ing in America. today,” so that Mr. 
Ward might well claim among his 
titles that of “social engineer.” He 
will speak at the Federation Club. 
under the auspices of the Evening 
City Club, this evening at 6 o'clock, 
and at the Polytechnic High School 
at a later hour. 

“The public school is the concrete

embodiment of the American purpose, 
and to say, as President Eliot has said, 
that the pubtic school system has not 
made good is to say that, in so far, 
America has failed.“ With this strik- 
ing statement Mr.. Ward opened an 
address. 
“No man,” he continued, “who 
knows the high hopes of Horace 
Mann or the other fathers of the pub- 
lic school system will assert for a 
minute that the conditions of society 
today are such as these men hoped, 
expected and said would result from 
the building of this great common in- 
stitution of the American people. 
“But when President Eliot suggests 
that the reason for the failure of the 
public school system to secure results 


in intelligent self-government, in con- 
structive use of leisure time and in 


welding a harmonious whole out of 
the elements of our population is due 


to lack of efficiency in the teaching of 


the children, I do not believe that he 
is right. The teaching may well be 


rendered more efficient, but the fail- | 
ure of the public gchool to do its great 


service in America is not chiefly in 
the lack of faithfulness on the part of 
the teacher or of industry on the part 


of the pupils. The great reason why | 
this institution, which is the concrete | 
embodiment of the purpose of Ameri- | 
ca has failed is because it is only half | 


there. 

“At the beginning in every com- 
munity in this country when the pub- 
ic school was built, it was not only 
the place for the education of the 
child, it was also the common center 
of the whole life of the community. 
It was the citizen’s common council 
chamber, the center of democracy, 
the common center of political dis- 
cussion, the real headquarters of 
popular government. It was the 
common recreation center of all the 
people, the center for musical, artis- 
tic and dramatic expression, the cen- 


ter of neighborhood and friendliness. | 


“Then came the era of specializa- 
tion. Instead of getting together to 
talk about political questions as mat- 


ters of common interest, we separated 


into mutually antagonistic parties. 
We gave up the use of the school- 
house as a citizens’ common council 
chamber, and so gave up the com- 
mon ground of friendly man-to-man 
understanding in politics. We spe- 
cialized also in the pursuit of pleasure 
and the use of leisure time. We de- 
veloped the specialized library and art 
gallery; the specialized drama, the 
place of music, the separate social 
gathering placés. In other words, we 
yielded to the centrifugal force ich 
h flung us apart in the pursuit of 
our separate special] interests, until 
these things which would be means of 
binding us together and developing 
our unity had we kept them together, 
have become means of our separation, 
our mutual exclusion and misunder- 
standing. 

“Meanwhile, in this past half cen- 
tury we have been busy on the prob- 


lem of developing machinery, by 


which things might be combined and 
mechanical forces used for the service 
of man, and in this industrial de- 
velopment we have moved from in- 
dividual production, transportation, 
and the like, to a vast complex of ma- 
chinery, which has increased our in- 
ter dependence. We are closer to- 
gether industrially by the interlac- 
ings of the chunge from the individ- 
val breadboard to the bakery; 
from the individual well to the mu- 
nicipal water system; from 
the individual shoemaker to the great 
factory; from the individual ox-team 
to the railroad system. And with the 
greater need of common  under- 
standing and better acquaintance, we 
are farther apart socially. ; 
“Now we are coming back. We 
are yielding to the dominant force of 
this century which is not centrifugal, 
but centripetal. We have passed the 
time of social analysis and are com- 
ing to the time of social synthesis. 
We have been busy in developing ma- 
chinery to make things work to- 
gether for good, and are turning to 
the problem of developing machinery 
by which folks may work together for 
good. This means that we are going 
to restore the other half of the public 
school to itself; that we are taking 
this institution which not only 


the autocratic, individualistic, pater- | 


nal place of the education of the 
child, but also the democratic, social, 
fraternal gathering place of the 


adults, and giving it the place in the 


life of the American community 
which the fathers intended. 
“America can no more get ahead 
with the public schoo! developed sim- 
ply as the center of the child-life, 
than a bird may get ahead with only 
one wing. We may not judge the suc- 


‘| cess of the public school as the great 


institution of America, until it is the 
center of democratic discussion—the 
center of ‘musical, artistic and dra- 
matic expression of the whole com- 
munity. 

“In this movement for restoring the 
public school to its true Place in the 
life of the community, there is no 
more hopeful sign than the fact that 
everywhere the school men and wom- 
en welcome the idea of the school- 
house as the center of the common 


lite. It may be that the reason is 


that the teachers realize that as the 
school building comes to be fully 
used, its architecture will be im- 
proved. It may be that the school 
teacher wants a motion-picture ma- 


chine, for instance, as equipment for 


teaching and sees that this will come 
with the larger use of the school; or 
that the teacher wants an assembly 
hall and gymnasium; a library and 
collection of beautiful pictures; or it 
may be that the teacher recognizes 
that the ubled importance of the 


school in the life of the people means 


higher salaries. I prefer to believe 
that it Is because the school man and 
the school woman recognize that they 
are in charge of the one institution 
which gan serve as the means of our 


all getting together and developiag 


order and friendliness out of our so- 
cial chaos. At any rate, the fact is 
that all. over this country, school men 
and school women welcome the idea 
of making the school-house the com- 
mon center of our common life: an 
institution which shall “make good,” 


and shall be the great means of our 


finding the purpose of America—self- 
government, happiness and common 
understanding.
